PASSING OPINION;

Major Dane, who was recently in thin

country, has been lecturing aWt it on

the Coast. His opinion of w hat he saw

and understood here is very favorable.

At the Metropolitan Temple, San Fran-

cisco, lie recently addressed an audience
of over one thousand jeople, the lecture
being delivered on behalf of the Teach-

ers' Relief Society. His subject was the
Hawaiian Islands, and he succeeded in
interesting "hi3 hearers fully. He

traced the history of civilization in

tbece island from 1827, showing the
gradual but steady improvement that
had leen made in the interval. Com-

paring the thrift and enlightenment of the

native people now with what it was in

those days, he said the difference be-

tween then and now was as great and
marked aa between darkness and light.

This perhaps is an extreme view to take,
but certainly there is great justification
even for such a comparison If the ad- -

vent of the white race brought physical
evil in one direction, it had an elevating
influence in another; and although the
older ieople of the Hawaiian race are to
the full as industrious as the younger
ones, if not more so, the radical change
that has taken place in their social and
industrial condition fully accounts for

this.
--Major Dane had a good word to say

for our planters also. He said that he
had read a great deal alout slavery, but
he had seen none of it on the Islands-Laborer- s

were free to come and go, and
were paid wages ranging from $13 to $ZC

per month, which he thought compared
fairly well with wages paid in America.
There were many splendid farms on the
Islands, and any one riding through the
large and fertile plains could scarcely de-

tect the difference between that country

and the prairies of Illinois or Iowa. Large
droves of cattle could be seen, and on all
the Islands combined there were 100,000

sheep and nearly as many cattle. 1I

closed his lecture with a peroration on

the beauties of Hawaiian scenery, the
desirability of its climate and the hospi-

tality and warm-heartedne- ss of its peo-

ple.
We are gratified to be able to repro-

duce these remarks by our late accom-

plished visitor, who is a keen and care-

ful observer, and we anticipate substan-

tial benefit from his presentation ol

of our own newspapers, some of w hicl
did not hesitate to injure the country
financially and otherwise to satisfy a
private grudge against some individua
in authority, or to apply a salve to disa- -

pointed and baffled ambition. The tes
tLnony of Major Dane in the lecture fiel
will go far towards removing these false
impressions ; meanwhile he has laid all
classes of people in this country under
bligations to him for the manly and in

telligent exposition he has given of Ha
waiian affairs.

BUSINESS OUTLOOK.

n iie business outlook is encouraging
Hie sugar crop promises to be heavv
and with a prospect of remunerative
prices there is a better tone all around
Nevertheless, the movement of merchan
dise i3 slow, although collections are
fairly good. Greater confidence, how;
ever, has been created in consequence of
the new arrangement by the Oceanic
Company, whereby Honolulu is made
the ultimate terminus of Iwjth the Aus
tralian and Hawaiian lines. If a differ
ent arrangement had been made the
effect would have been depressing ; as it
is, confidence has been restored, and
those most inclined to desjtond are now
satisfied that a new era of prosperity is
dawning upon the country. Kice is
an average crop. The yield of sugar
will be in excess of that of anv former
year. An impetus has recently I en
given to immigration for colonization
purposes, but it is premature to say with
what result. On the whole, the outlook
is more favorable than it has teen for
quite a long time past, the opinion gen-

erally being that bedrock lias leen
touched.
